Lexington, Ky., named least active city 
in country; Chicago fares much better

NEW YORK Although it’s known for its beautiful horse farms and 
as the “Thoroughbred Capital of the World,” Lexington, Ky , has 
gained a new distinction— as the most sedentary city in the U.S. 
Along with Indianapolis and Jackson, Miss., it ranked among the 
most exercise-phobic cities in the nation, according to a new rank- 
ing by Men’s Health magazine. 

Seattle, San Francisco and Oakland, Calif., were the most physi- 
cally active. Chicago ranked toward the more active end of the 
spectrum, clocking in at 31 on an inactivity scale of one to 100. 
“What hurt Lexington most was the actual amount of activity, or 
exercise, people reported engaging in— any physical activity at all, 
which was relatively low,” said Matt Marion, an editor at Men’s Health. 


To compile the rankings of the 100 
most sedentary cities featured in the 
latest issue that hit the newsstands Tues- 
day, the magazine looked at how often 
residents exercise, the number of house- 
holds that watched 15 hours of cable TV 
a week and bought more than n video 
games a year, and the rate of DVT, a blood 
clot in a vein, usually in the leg, which is 
associated with inactivity 
“When we crunched the numbers Lex- 
ington finished at the bottom,” Marion 
said. 

Southern cities dominated the least ac- 
tive metropolises. 

Tulsa, Okla., and Oklahoma City also 
scored a low grade, as did Birmingham, Ala.; 
Laredo, Texas; Nashville, Tenn.; Little Rock, 
Ark.; and Charleston, WVa. 

Marion suspects the Southern lifestyle and 


balmy weather could be contributing factors. 

“In certain cities there is a more laid-back 
lifestyle. That’s fine, but there is not that same 
drive you’ll see in certain parts of the northeast 
or California, or the northwest where people 
get up every morning and run or hit the gym,” 
he explained. 

Residents of power-hub Washington, D.C.; 
Salt Lake City; Reno, Nev; Portland, Ore.; At- 
lanta; Denver; and Minneapolis also were visit- 
ing the gym or pounding the pavement as each 
city scored top grades for being active. 

“With the most active cities a common 
theme that runs through is there is a bit more 
body consciousness, a more youthful and body 
conscious sensibility in these cities,” Marion 
said. 

And I think that equates to people making it 
a priority no matter how busy to get a run in or 
go for a walk.”

The decriminalization of marijuana is gathering steam, from Con- 
necticut reducing penalties for possession of small amounts of grass 
to the recently introduced House bill that would do the same on the 
federal level. 

However, I have personally encountered the best-ever argument 
for legalizing pot, and it is the new Terrence Malick film, “The Tree of 
Life.” 

This is the Brad Pitt-Sean Penn movie about a boy growing up 
under a stern and uncompromising father in 1950s Texas, the incep- 
tion of the universe and the rise of life on planet Earth, the end of 
the world, and humanity’s small role in the barren chasm bracketing 
creation on every side— I think. 

Having seen all of Malick’s other films, I should have known going

can come good things.” 

Blagojevich’s daughters are 8 and 14. 
After he was convicted Monday on 17 
corruption charges, he told reporters at 
the courthouse that he and his wife “have 
to get home to our little girls and talk to 
them and explain things to them and then 
try to sort things out.” 

Blagojevich was found guilty of trying 
to sell or trade President Obama’s old 
Senate seat and attempting to shake down 


executives for campaign cash. 

The convictions carry a combined 
maximum prison sentence of around 
300 years, but legal experts say a federal 
judge is likely to send him away for around 
a decade. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Emanuel said Mon- 
day he paid little attention to the Blago- 
jevich verdict, except for how the guilty 
findings and likely prison term will affect 
the former governor’s family 

“The only thought I had, to tell you the 
truth, while obviously the jury has made 
their decision, I think we should all take 
one step back as it relates to the conse- 
quences to a wife and children,” Emanuel 
said at an unrelated news conference at 
the Merchandise Mart. 

Other than that consideration, the 
mayor said, he has been too focused on 
running the city to think about Blagojev- 
ich.

Ryan allowed 
to visit wife on 
her deathbed

Lura Lynn Ryan, the wife of jailed former 
Gov George Ryan, has died at age 76 with 
her husband at her side, officials said Tues- 
day 

Lura Lynn Ryan was at a hospital in 
Kankakee when she died at 10:40 p.m. lo- 
cal time Monday, according to Kankakee 
County Coroner Robert Gessner. She had 
suffered from lung cancer. 

George Ryan is serving a six-and-a-half- 
year sentence in federal prison on corrup- 
tion charges. His warden granted him a 
temporary release to be with his wife for 
her final hours, said one of Ryan’s lawyers, 
former Gov Jim Thompson. Ryan has 
been allowed to visit his wife of 55 years 
four times since January 

“It was a comfort to him and to their 
children,” Thompson said. “They did not 
want to make the decision to take her off 
the respirator without him being present.” 

George Ryan, a Republican, had been 
nominated several times for a Nobel Peace 
Prize because of his opposition to the 
death penalty He imposed a moratorium 
on executions in Illinois after 13 death row 
inmates were found to have been wrongly 
convicted. Illinois since has abolished the 
death penalty 

Ryan was convicted of racketeering, 
conspiracy, fraud and other offenses in- 
volving favoritism and kickbacks for state 
contracts and property leases. 

A federal judge in December had denied 
Ryan’s request to be freed from prison to 
attend to his ailing wife. 

Thompson said Lura Lynn Ryan’s devo- 
tion to her husband throughout his crimi- 
nal proceedings was extraordinary 

“It was brave, it was courageous, both 
when he was on trial and during his ap- 
peals, and while he was in the peniten- 
tiary and trying to keep herself alive so 
she could be alive if and when he was re- 
leased,” Thompson said. “Linally in the 
end her body didn’t keep up with her will.”

Some Wriqley rooftops 
fail health inspections

As the Cubs faced Milwaukee in Chicago re- 
cently; patrons at two Wrigley rooftops wit- 
nessed something even rarer than a Cubs vic- 
tory this season: a health inspection. 

Both businesses failed their June 16 inspec- 
tions after officials discovered multiple viola- 
tions, including “critical” problems that pose 
the highest risk to consumers. 

The city found at least 12 violations at 
Beyond the Ivy 1048 W. Waveland Ave., in- 
cluding food being stored at improper tem- 
peratures. At Brixen Ivy 1044 W. Waveland, 
where at least eight violations were reported, 
officials observed workers wearing the same 
gloves to handle food, touch garbage cans and 
wipe their faces. 

On Monday the city inspected Wrigleyville 
Rooftops, 1032 W Waveland, which passed

with conditions, and another Beyond the Ivy 
location at 1038 W. Waveland, which failed. 

Health officials made the visits after the 
Tribune inquired about the frequency of in- 
spections at the 16 Wrigleyville rooftops, 
which serve drinks and food to fans during 
Cubs games. On June 17, the newspaper re- 
ported that the establishments largely have 
escaped the eye of the city’s health depart- 
ment, with records showing that 10 of the 16 
rooftops had not been inspected since 2008. 

City health officials acknowledge they have 
not been inspecting rooftops annually as re- 
quired and say they plan to inspect all of them 
by the end of July

News blog mediaite.com called it “disrespectful on so 
many levels,” while The Atlantic Wire ran the headline “How 
Creepy is Princess Diana’s Ghost?” 

Newsweek Editor-in-Chief Tina Brown, a Briton who wrote 
a gossipy 2007 biography about the late princess, imagines that 
if Diana had not died in a 1997 Paris car crash, she would have 
moved to New York, remained “great-looking,” been friends 
with her ex-husband, Prince Charles, and his new wife (and 
Diana’s old nemesis) Camilla, and have 10 million followers on 
Twitter. 

But it’s the digitally created cover photo of Diana— imagin- 
ing her as still slim and chic, if a little wrinkled— that has caused 
the biggest outrage. Diana is shown walking alongside a smil- 
ing, and admiring, Kate Middleton. 

“This is beyond tacky,” one writer commented on New York 
Magazine’s website. 

“Ugh this is SO tasteless ... let the poor woman RIP ... if i 
were any of her family members i’dbe so offended and upset by 
this,” a woman wrote on the Newsweek comments page. 

Some others said they were canceling their subscriptions.

No sports bras were bared, but the U.S. 
women got the job done in their World Cup 
opener Tuesday 

The top-ranked Americans beat North Ko- 
rea 2-0 in their Group C opener with Lauren 
Cheney and Rachel Buehler leading the way 
in the second half. 

Cheney completed a swift move with a 
well-timed header and Buehler scored with 14 
minutes to go to seal the win. 

“You play your first 45 minutes in a World 
Cup, and after those 45 you start knocking 
the ball around a bit better. We did a good 
job,” U.S. coach Pia Sundhage said. “It’s good 


to have this result because it is so much easier 
going forward.” 

On a sun-drenched afternoon in Dresden, 
Germany the Americans looked livelier from 
the start and Carli Lloyd had an early chance 
when she connected with a Christie Ram- 
pone free kick, but her header was too weak 
to trouble goalie Hong Myong Hui. 

American goalkeeper Hope Solo had to 
come to the rescue twice late in the first half, 
palming away a Korean shot and intercepting 
a low cross from Song Jong- Sun. 

In the other Group C match of the day 
Sweden beat Colombia 1-0.

With the city’s help, 
“Transformers” shut down part of 
Michigan Avenue over this week- 
end. Crowds were kept far from 
the action while director Michael 
Bay and Co. turned the photo- 
genic street into a disaster zone 
(cars on the set were flipped over 
and uglied up with fake dirt and 
rubble, including 10 or so that sat 
in a pile just in front of the north 
side of the bridge). Security would have kept me away from the junkyard-looking 
set too if it weren’t for the fact that the set was next to Tribune Tower. 

I got a brief exclusive from star Josh Duhamel-who was sporting all-black mili- 
tary gear in temperatures in the high 80s-as he signed autographs and posed for 
pictures with fans: I asked how he was dealing with the heat, he told me "It was 
good under the tree” and ... well, that was it. 

What? I said it was brief. 


JULY 17 


To get the best view of the action, I would 
enter and exit the Tribune several times 
throughout the day. It paid off when I was 
stopped on my way back up the Tribune 
elevators so the movie could film a 
involving Tyrese Gibson’s character and his military unit in our lobby. 

Earlier that day, then-Mayor Richard M. Daley visited the Michigan Avenue set to 
view the wreckage and meet with Bay. He didn’t get to watch the basejumpers leap 
off the 92-story Trump Tower onto North Wacker Drive, but he did witness a loud, 
fireball-heavy scene next to the bridge from a nearby curb. 

I watched it from a corner conference room on the Tribunes fourth floor facing 
Michigan and filmed it with the video feature on my camera. The clip couldn’t have 
been that good: Paramount never took it down. 


MAKING THE MOST OF THE 
TRANSFORMERS* INVASION 


What do you do if your assignment 
is to cover the two-month filming of 
“Transformers: Dark of the Moon” 
in downtown Chicago— from 
where and what they filmed to what 
the cast has to say about filming 
here— but access and answers prove 
difficult to come by? 

I covered filming from a mostly 
outsider point of view 11, an out- 

sider who needed to find something 
to write about for the next day’s news- 
paper whether he had access or not. 

I watched the filming on LaSalle 
Street from behind a barricade a 
block away and got bossed around 
by security just like everyone else. I 
watched them shoot on Michigan 
Avenue and then Wacker Drive from nearby buildings, like 
many others who worked in the area. 

I did see actors Shia LaBeouf and Rosie Huntington- 
Whiteley in a River North nightclub kitchen, quite acci- 
dentally when the two stars were taking a break from the 
film’s cast and crew party at the club to have a smoke by 
the kitchen door. It would be the last time I would be in 
the same room with the two actors, but my “Transformers” 
experience was just getting started.

The first day of filming closed down part of LaSalle in the Financial District. My first 
real glimpse of filming came about an hour or two after arriving at 8 am, when the 
film’s famous cars raced up LaSalle several times. In order to return to their start- 
ing point, the cars circled around the block and in my direction. I pulled out my 
camera and filmed them as they drove by me. More than 100,000 hits later, after I 
uploaded the footage, Paramount Pictures had YouTube take it down. I never got 
an explanation other than the message “This video is no longer available due to a 
copyright claim by Paramount Pictures Corporation.”

It got so boring during a rain delay in filming, I took a photo of LaBeouf doing 
pushups in Pioneer Court and tweeted it.

An 
explosion went off and cars went spiraling out of control north on Michigan, which 
appears to be a scene in the movie trailer.

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Woman injured during stunt still recovering

The “Transformers: 
Dark of the Moon” 
film crew transformed 
local landmarks into 
spectacular rubble last 
summer, but the car- 
nage for one Chicago- 
area woman was all too 
real. 

Little Village native Gabriela Cedillo, 25, still 
is recovering from traumatic brain injuries she 
suffered during a stunt for the film Sept. 1, just 
over the state line in Hammond, Ind. Cedillo 
was working as an extra when a cable pulling 
another car broke loose and smashed through 
the windshield of her Scion, hitting her in the 
head, according to an Indiana Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration report. 

The scene in which Cedillo was injured 
was among the last filmed in the Chicago 
area— Paramount Pictures closed the set im- 
mediately after the accident and ended film- 
ing in the region the next day, though it had 
scheduled three more shooting days with the 
Chicago Film Office. The movie hits theaters

After multiple surgeries and months of 
physical therapy Cedillo is living with family 
in suburban Brookfield. The aspiring actress 
remains partially paralyzed on her left side 
and has yet to receive any money toward her 
six-figure medical bills from the film’s produc- 
tion company, Paramount, her attorney said. 
Cedillo’s family in October filed a lawsuit 
against Paramount and several companies in- 
volved in the production. 

Cedillo, who worked as a bank teller before 
the accident, now has trouble speaking and 
faces dim prospects for recovery her attorney 
said. Her family declined to talk to a reporter. 

“She has gotten to a point where she is 
aware of {media coverage], and they don’t 
want her to be upset by it,” said Cedillo’s law- 
yer, Todd Smith. 

Asked whether Paramount had paid for 
any of Cedillo’s medical expenses, a compa- 
ny spokesman responded via email Tuesday: 
“This was a tragic accident and our thoughts 
and prayers are with Gabriela and her family 
The family is not discussing the matter pub- 
licly and we respect their privacy”
